PLAINS, Georgia, Dec. 15 (R). — President-elect 
Jimmy Carter appeared today to be facing problems 
in fulfilling an election pledge to appoint blacks and 
women to his cabinet. He was turned down by a 
woman and a black who had been asked to take 
posts in the cabinet.

OPEC consensus: 
moderate increase 

DOHA, Dec. 15 (R). — OPEC oil ministers, after opening talks here today, said they 
were confident they will agree to raise oil prices in the new year in spite of Saudi 
Arabia’s declared wish to see them remain frozen for another six months. The oil mi¬ 
nisters of Libya, Venezuela and Iraq said after the first conference session of the Orga¬ 
nisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) that they thought there would be an 
oil price increase. 
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Saudi Arabia's Sheikh Ahmad 
2aki Yamani said here last night 
he would try to convince fellow 
ministers in the 13-member orga¬ 
nisation that the world economy 
had not recovered well enough to 
support a new oil price increase. 

He said prices ought to stay at 
the level fixed by OPEC 15 mon¬ 
ths ago, i.e. $11.51 for a standard 
barrel of crude. 

Libyan Oil Minister Ezzedin Al 
Mabruk said today he was not 
surprised by Sheikh Yamani’s 
comments. 

“We. are accustomed to such 
statements.” he said, in an appar¬ 
ent reference to previous OPEC 
price conferences in which Sheikh 


Yamani adopted extreme positions 
at the start of negotiations. 

Iraqi Oil Minister Tayeh Abdul 
Karim, who said yesterday he 
would like to see a rise of 25 per 
cent in the price of a standard bar¬ 
rel of crude oil, said today tbe 
majority of OPEC states were in 
favour of a price increase “at least 
as high as the rate of inflation." 

He was believed to be referring 
to an OPEC report which one mi¬ 
nister said yesterday estimated 
the relative loss of purchasing po¬ 
wer by OPEC states at 26.9 per 
cent since oil prices went up y 
10 per cent in October 1975.

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PARIS, Dec 15 | Agenciesj. — 
Nine people are thought to have 
died and about 40 injured in yest¬ 
erday’s explosion at Baghdad Air¬ 
port, airline passengers arriving 
here today from the Iraqi capital 
said. 

A French businessman said the 
arrivals lounge in the air terminal 
was "completely destroyed. Cust¬ 
oms and police Formalities were 
carried out outside the air term¬ 
inal." 

Baghdad Radio today said two 
Iraqis and a Saudi were killed and 
10 people were injured when a 
time bomb in a suitcase unloaded 
from an Egyptian plane arriving 
from Damascus went off at 7:00 
p.m. Tuesday. 

A young woman arriving here 
aboard an Air France fight toni¬ 
ght said Iraqi officials told hotel 
visitors in Baghdad that a plane 
had crashed on a runway, forcing 
the airport to close for several 
hours. 

In London, a businessman said 
on arrival from Baghdad today 
that he had been told “that seven 
people had been killed and over 
a hundred were in hospital.” 

Mr. Ken Carless of Shrewsbu¬ 
ry, west England, said- : “As we 
boarded our flight to London we 
saw the front of the terminal had 
been torn off. The whole building 
was wrecked." 


Another businessman, who ref¬ 
used to give his name, confirmed 
the Irc.qi radio statement that the 
explosion occurred in the customs 
hali. 

Radio Baghdad said expens th¬ 
ought the time bomb consisted of 
seven kgs. or explosives wired 
10 a clock. 

Tne Iraqi News Agency said 
today that investigators in Bagh¬ 
dad were certain ihe suitcase was 
put aboard the plane by “the Sy¬ 
rian authorities at Damascus Air¬ 
port,” where several passengers 
boarded the aircraft. 

The agency said that Egyptians. 
Syrians, Palestinians, Lebanese, 
Japanese, ’.Vest Germans and Gr¬ 
eeks were among the injured. 

('British Airways said many of 
the injured were reported to be 
Moslem pilgrims waiting in the 
terminal building for departing 
flights.; 

In Tehran, the newspaper Etelat 
quoted an Iranian eyewitness as 
saying Iraqi security men who ru¬ 
shed to the customs hali after the 
explosion had difficulty calming 
terror-stricken passengers fleeing 
from the Baghdad terminal. 

“Passengers carrying hand lug¬ 
gage ran screaming everywhere 
looking for an txic and safety," 
the Iranian said after arriving in 
Tehran from Baghdad. 


BEIRUT, Dec. 15 (R). — Prime 
Minister Selim Al Hoss will begin 
visits to Saudi Arabia and Kuwait 
on Friday in quest of oil money 
to help Lebanon’s reconstruction 
after 19 ruinous months of civil 
war. 

Foreign diplomats believe the 
two oil-producers have already 
pledged nearly two-thirds of some 
$90 million needed to finance the 
Arab peace force which has been 
imposing a truce in Lebanon sin¬ 
ce Nov. 15. 

Saudi and Kuwaiti ambassadors 
here today met Palestinian resis¬ 
tance leader Yasser Arafat in their 
capacity as members of the Arab 
League Truce Supervisory Com¬ 
mittee, to discuss the vexed issue 
of collecting heavy arms from the 
rival groups. 

Although the truce was a month 
old today, the parties to the Leba¬ 
nese conflict are still reluctant 
to comply with a plan to assemble 
heavy arms - - from machine guns 
to tanks - - in arsenals to be su¬ 
pervised by the 30,000-raan peace 
force. 


Egyptian Ambassador Ahmad 
Lutfi Metwalli, who also took part 
in three hours and 30 minutes of 
discussion with Mr. Arafat, said 
a positive spirit prevailed. 

A well-informed source said to¬ 
day that tbe truce committee will 
give the rival factions one week 
to hand over their heavy arma¬ 
ments. This was decided yester¬ 
day in the committee’s first me¬ 
eting with President Sarkis. 

The committee hopes that the 
disarmament programme will be 
completed by the end of the 
month, the source said. 

In west Beirut armed men were 
holding the offices of three pro- 
Iraai newspapers tonight after oc¬ 
cupying them in the afternoon. 

Initial reports attributed the in¬ 
cursion on the peace-keeping for¬ 
ce of the Arab League. But emplo¬ 
yees of the dailies Al Muharrer 
and Beyrouth and the weekly Al 
Destour said later they were oc¬ 
cupied by armed elements that 
were not directly under the com¬ 
mand of the Arab League force.

said it was for the majority to 
decide whether a price rise was 
in order "and not for one or two 
states." 

Saudi Arabia, the world’s big¬ 
gest oil exporter, successfully de¬ 
feated an attempt by the majori¬ 
ty to raise oil prices at an OPEC 
conference in Indonesia last May. 

But its stand this time appears 
to be less rigid, with Sheikh Ya¬ 
mani saying his country was wil¬ 
ling to alter its position after talks 
with other oil ministers here al¬ 
though it felt prices should not be 
raised. 

Venezuelan Oil Minister Valen¬ 
tin Hernandez said today the oil 
price would increase but the rise 
would be moderate. 

He said there was an "unheal¬ 
thy" rise of six per cent in the 
open market abo-- j the official oil 
price and that this at least should 
be absorbed. A price increase of 
five or six per rent at the very 
least was necessary, he added. 

The OPEC conference was open¬ 
ed by the Emir of Qatar, Sheikh 
Khalifeh Ibn Hamad Al Thani, 
who said there was a need for a 
price increase now to compensate 
the oil exporters for the loss of 
purchasing power. 

He said a price rise was also 
necessary to enable tbe oil expor¬ 
ters to honour a commitment to 
help poor developing nations to 
continue their own economic de¬ 
velopment, and to maintain tbe 
exporters’ financial aid to indus¬ 
trialised states with balance-of- 
payments problems. 

“We are being compelled tow¬ 
ards an oil price increase to cover 
only a small fraction of our losses 
resulting from a huge depreciation 
in the real value (of oil exports),” 
he added. 

Iran's chief delegate Jamshid 
Amouzegar said earlier today that 
his country wanted to strike a ba¬ 
lance between the highest and lo¬ 
west price increases sought by 
other members. 

"Iran’s position is for modera¬ 
tion, which will be the key word 
of the conference," he added. 

The morning plenary session of 
the conference was taken up by 
procedural matters, according to 
retiring OPEC Chairman Moham¬ 
mad Sadli, the Oil Minister of In¬ 
donesia. 

Dr. Sadli, who handed over the 
chairmanship today to the Qatari 
Oil Minister, Sheikh Abdul Aziz 
Ibn Khalifeh Al Thani, said the 
ministers approved the conference 
agenda and priorities for discu¬ 
ssion. 

They held a closed session this 
afternoon at the closely-guarded 
conference centre overlooking the 
Gulf. 

Among other issues they discu¬ 
ssed were differences in the prices 
of different kinds of crude oil and 
a proposal for coordinating oil 
production among the member 
states in a way which would avoid 
a surplus of oil in the world mar¬ 
ket, according to conference sour¬ 
ces. 

In Algiers, Iraqi Vice President 
Saddam Hussein said today Iraq 
and Algeria agreed on the need 
for an increase in oil prices. 

“We are in favour of a just rise 
in oil prices in order to guarantee 
our rights and the future of our 
people,’’ Mr. Hussein said before 
leaving Algiers after a 24-hour 
visit during which he had four 
hours of talks with Algerian Pre¬ 
sident Houari Boumedienne.

Whether OPEC raises the price of a barrel of oil by 10 
per cent or 25 per cent is not in itself the most important ques¬ 
tion at the price meeting in Doha this week. 

On the purely material economic level, a barrel of oil is 
worth much more than the $11.51 it has sold for over the 
past 15 months. If compared to the total societal and financial 
costs of alternate energy sources — fossil fuels and others — 
a barrel of oil would fetch a price as high as $25. If weighed 
only against the rising demand for oil in the West, it could sell 
for more. If weighed against its real value in the process of 
maintaining the consumer-industrial societies of the Western 
world, it could sell for even more. But the value of oil trans¬ 
cends the considerations of the purely material level. 

The international oil sector is the tip of the iceberg that 
is the determination of the developing states to seek an inter¬ 
national economic order with more fairness, and balanced 
gains. This order is being brought about slowly and sometimes 
with great confusion, but it will happen because the global 
economy has undergone a fundamental inversion since 1973 
whose full meanings are still being explored and accepted. This 
inversion is dramatised by the manner in which the OPEC 
states have taken control of their oil industries, and oil pricing 
and production policies. The same thing wQl have to happen, 
over time, in all the world’s commodity markets. It is happen¬ 
ing slowly in the phosphate market right now, as the major 
phosphate rock producers, including Jordan, have agreed to 
form an association to control production and price levels. 

In the oil sector, the OPEC states are now putting this 
new order into practice. By determining how much oil they 
produce, and how much they sell it for, they are making the 
Western states — and the whole world — realise the fact that 
a new international economic order will mean a real transfer 
of wealth and capital from the industrialised states to the 
developing states. This is the meaning of the new system that 
the developing world wants to work out, and that the industrial 
Western states are trying to ward off for as long as they can. 

The Western states that are so vehement now in their 
warnings about the destructive, implications of another oil 
price rise showed that their economies are deep and wide 
I enough to absorb the five-fold increase in oil prices that has 
been registered since 1973, and that their financial institutions 
are similarly flexible and substantial enough to handle the 
immense amounts of cash revenues that the oil producers have 
not been able to invest or spend right away. In other words, 
the lessons since 1973 point out the basic strengths of the 
Western economies, and the clear limitations of the OPEC 
economies.

The Western states today ask for more and more OPEC 
oil, and they also ask for lower and lower prices. Even as the 
oil price freeze of the past 15 months has actually reduced 
the real value of OPEC reserves and revenues, the Western 
nations have the astounding gall to say that no oil price rise 
is justified. In other words, the West wants more oil, at a 
cheaper price and without any strings attached or any threats 
of a politically inspired disruption of supplies, such as another 
Arab oil embargo. 

It seems to be the thinking in the West that this kind of 
system is appropriate for the OPEC states, but is not appro¬ 
priate for the domestic economies or the international trade 
sectors of the West. Would, for example, the Americans apply 
this sort of economic thinking to the process that just took 
place in the professional U.S. baseball leagues, where single 
athletes placed themselves up for free-market bidding and came 
out with individual contracts worth more than $1 million a 
year ? Would the British apply it to pricing their automobiles ? 
Would the French or the Germans apply it to pricing the 
nuclear power plants they sell to developing states ? None of 
them would. But why then do they ask the OPEC states to 
apply such a system to the international oil market ? 

The importance of the Doha meeting this week is that 
it is the application of economic power and responsibility as- 
newly wielded by the commodity-producing countries of the 
Third World. In the oil sector at least, the cards are on the 
table ; the talking is over and the acid test is now in progress.

Under Sta¬ 
lin, no leader was safe. Under 
Khrushchev, it was not a man’s 
life that was in danger, but his 
job. 

Brezhnev has opted for stabi¬ 
lity, refusing to back any parti¬ 
cular faction, and has remained 
as steady as a rock, although this 
has led to a certain lack of cha¬ 
nge in the leadership. 

Observers generally believe 
that Brezhnev, if he retired now, 
would be the first Soviet leader 
since Lenin not to follow Stalin 
and Khrushchev through a trap 
door of history of which only the 
Soviet Union possesses the secret.

West led the king of clubs 
and declarer.

He won the opening lead 
in dummy and drew trumps 
in two rounds. .\exi cj-mc 
the ace and king of dia¬ 
monds, and the preliminary 
work for the ihruw in had 
been completed. Now de¬ 
clarer led the jack of clubs 
from dummy, and discarded 
his diamond loser on it. 

Declarer could now claim 
his contract. As the cards 
lay. West had to return 
either a spade into declarer's 
king, or a club, giving 
declarer a ruff and sluff, thus 
allowing him to hold his 
spade losers to two. 

However, even if West 
could exit in diamonds, it 
would not have helped the 
defense. If West leads the 
queen of diamonds, declarer 
ruffs, crosses to dummy with 
a trump and discards a spade 
on the jack of diamonds. 
If West gets out with a 
low diamond, declarer 
covers with the jack. Either 
East produces the queen, in 
which case declarer ruffs 
and dummy's long diamond 
is established for a spade 
discard, or the jack provides 
declarer with an immediate 
discard. 

Despite the fact that he 
had four potential losers, 
declarer could have claimed 
his contract after the 
opening lead!
